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AN ANSWER TO MRS PEDERSEN 


Mrs Norman Pedersen of Federal Street has 
written a letter to the Town Crier, re the con- 
troversy of the "round" schools. It deserves an 
answer, and the Town Crier will attempt one. 

The shape of any school has nothing to do 
with the educational facilities within, provid- 
ing that there are warm, ary, roomy classrooms 
which lend themselves to the art of teaching. 

If someone were to design a pyramidical 
shaped school that functioned best when set up- 
side down, and it was (a) the most economical 
to build and (b) the most economical to operate 
then there would be good reason for adopting 
such a school building. 


There are people who don't like the round no one is expected to, because the truth ts 


schools for reasons they cannot describe. 
"just don't like them". 

One lady, speaking of this to the Town Crier 
finally rationalized that it was because she 
had been educated in schools with straight cor- 
ridors, and she didn't like curved ones. 

Children going to the round schools ‘for 
their first experience in education have no 
such previous history, and no such previous 
prejudice. 

Schools are designed to house classrooms, 
and all other facilities are secondary in their 
importance. One factor that is often overlooked 
is that many schools have an excess. of corridor 
space - and corridor space costs just as much 
to build and maintain as does classroom space, 
but no teaching is ever done in corridors. 


In the plans for the "first" Glen Road 
School, exposed to the people of Wilmington by 
the Tow Crier, 36% of the total area was taken 
up by corridor or similar space. 

In an averige school, of conventional de- 
Sign, 20 to 25% of the total space is taken up 
by corridors, ete. In the Glen Road school, 
(the "round" one), if the Town Crier remembers 
correctly, the figure is about 12%. 

This meant a considerable savings in cost of 


construction, and, projected into the proposed 
Woburn Street school, it would seem that some- 
thing over $100,000 more is to be spent because 
there will be more corridors, and this with 
much smaller classrooms. 

Uninformed sources are picking on every flaw 
trying to make the "round" schools look bad.° 
They do not cite the similar instances in every 
other school that has been built in Wilmington, 
or in schools all over the Commonwealth. 

There was water in the "gym" of the Swain 
School for the first seven years of its exist- 
ance, every spring, and since then there has

been water on occasion, but no one points this 
out - it isn't in a "round" school. 
+ « The building inspector of Wilmington detec t- 
ed a flaw in the method of placing reinforcing 
steel, in the High School, during construction. 
He was doing his duty, quietly, and he may have 
saved many lives, but no one trumpets this. 
The design of the Wildwood School rafters 
was such that they were built wrong, and if any 
person will take the trouble to look up, while 
in the cafeteria of that school, he will see 
the "extra" welding that was put in at a date 
after the construction of the beams, to give 
them the strength needed to support the roof. 


No one raised a ruckus about that fact, and 


that in the construction of any large building 
errors are expected to occur, and to be cor- 
rected as they are discovered. That is why @ 
"contingency fund" is always allocated, in the 
construction of school buildings. 

The people of Wilmington are being subjected 
to a barrage of "True Facts" (whatever that is) 
which are in effect nothing but prejudicial and 
uninformed opinions. This is to be regretted. 


One of these "true facts" is that it costs 
money to pump out the septic tanks of the Glen 
Road School. 

The Glen Road school was built on a site al- 


ready chosen, before the PBC started work. They 
had to adapt the septic tanks to the soil 
ditions that they found. 

It cost $494 to pump out the septic tanks in 
the Glen Road School, in 1962. At the same time 
it cost $400 to pump out the Wildwood, and $280 
at the Boutwell.’ Possibly the figures will dif- 
fer next time. 

Much is being made of 
of the "round" schools, 
wer fuel oil bills. 
When the Glen Road School was designed an 
official of the electric light company (now no 
longer there) promised that there would be a 
"special" electric rate, which caused the com- 
mittee to feel that it could save the 
ney by putting in an electric heater 
water for the dish washing machine. 
Because the Boutwell School was started be- 
fore there was any experience in the Glen Road 
School the same arrangement was made there.- 
Then it was learned that there would be no 
"special" rate, and the bills were admittedly 
high, as a result.

Admittedly there was an 
error, like the beams in the Wildwood School, 
but it was an honest error and it is being cor- 
rected. 

One thing that does count is the fuel oil 
eosts.' In the "round" school the heating is as- 
sisted by forced draft electric fans, which 
does increase the electrical costs, but which 
also saves even more money in fuel oil bills.! 
Fuel oil, in the Wildwood School, cost $3406 in 
1962, and tn the same period it cost $1,575 in 
the Glen Road School. 

The round schools are more economical to 
build, and mae economical to operate, and it 
is to be regretted that prejudices are blinding 
the eyes of some people. | 

The janitorial costs of the round schools, |} 
compared to the conventional ones, are signi- | 
ficant. The Wildwood School, with three more | 
classrooms (15 against 12) costs $9000 a year 
for janitors. The round schools average about 
$5000." Project this over a 30 year oeriod and 
it will amount to $120.000.

_ Will match the round schools. | 

In the conventiohal school children have; 
several hundred feet of corridors, at times, to 
use before they get outside, in the event ofa 
fire or other disaster. This is accentuated in 
the case of two story buildings, where stair- 
ways enter the picture. 

In the Glen Road and Boutwell Street school 
no child is ever more than two doors from the 
outside, and without need of using the circular 
corridors. There are exits for every four class 
rooms, and between these exits, with connecting 
doors, there are emergency exits. It is a small 
point, admittedly, but it could be important. 

Just remember, Mrs Pedersen, that a school 
should not be condemned because of its shape. 
The important factors are (1) Teaching Facil-; 
ities, (2) original cost and (4) subsequent 
costs.

_ INDICTED OFFICIALS HAD 
Sart IN ‘CABINET MYSTERY’ 


Two State Housing Board off- 
icials who were indicted, last week, 
by th Suffolk County Grand Jury, 
had a part in the solution of the 
‘Cabinet Mystery of the Old Age 
Housing Project, on Deming Way, 
according to statements published 
in the Town Crier in April of 1962 

Housing Authority member Ja- 
mes P Donahue was attempting to 
‘solve’ the mystery, which involved 
some fory cabinets for the kitchens 
of the apartments, Evidence show- 
ed that other cabinets than those 
which had been ordered had been 
Placed in the kitchens. The con- 
tractor was claiming more money, 
his claim being part of a still 
larger claim, because of the cab- 
inets. 

Part of the mystery, which has 
never been explained, involved an 
allegedly forged signature of one 
of the Housing Authority members, 
and the substitution of ‘original’ 


plans, in the State Housing Off- 
ice, in Boston, 

Donajue related to the Housing 
Authority, on April 24th, that he 
and member Eddie Forrest had 
visited the State office during the 
preceding week, to inspect the 
plans, which were at that time 
found, after having been missing 
for a long time, and that the plans 
instead of bearing a date of 
1958, when originally approved, 
had, (on the back) a stamp saying 
‘Received March 1, 1962’. Dona- 
hue drew the attention of one of 
the two indicted officials to this 
stamp, and, according to his re- 
port to the Housing Authority, the 
official ‘only reddened’. 

The other indicted official took 
part in a survey of the cabinets 
and other controversial items, at 
about the same time, at the Dem- 
ing Way site of the Old Age Housing 
Proiect.

LETTER 
Dear Larz: 


AS a new comer to Wilmington, 
T have been interested in the round 
VS. Square school contoversy, and 
have heard the rumors that the 
round schools are very expensive 
to maintain. In the past two 
weeks some ofthese expenses have 
come to light, 

The first were those in the two- 
part ‘expose’ of the round schools 
which ran in The Crusader, It 
first quoted the higher electrical 
bills of the Glen Road and Bout- 
well schools as compared to the 
Wildwood school. Now electrical 
bills depend on what equipment 
these schools have that used elec- 
tricity, not on the shape of the 
Schools, Therefore from the high- 
er costs of the two round schools, 
I would be led to assume that 
they are more extensively equipped 
and better equipped than the older 
Wildwood school, not that they 
use more electricity because they 
are round, The article moves 
on to quote fuel bills for the Jan- 


May 1962 time period. If one 
takes the Wildwood figure of 
$1412.01 as a base, then this 
amounts to $94.13 per class room, 
This would give a projected fuel 
cost for the two 12 room schools 
of $1129.56, Instead, they are 
$1106.66 for Glen Road and $1081, 
18 for Boutwell, both of which 
are less than the expected figure 
and therefore more economical, 
The other things mentioned in the 
article, such as heating systems, 
fuel systems, door locks, etc. 
have nothing to do with the shape 
of the schools but rather with the 
quality of engineering and con- 
struction, Also, with the except- 
jon of the High School, I know of 
no school in Wilmington which has 
been expanded in recentyears, The 
trend seems to be to keep build- 
ing more schools, so why the con- 
cern about the expandability of the 
round schools? For that matter, 
if, as the article states, the Wild- 
wood school is so easily expanded, 
why not do it now instead of build- 
ing a new school? = 
Secondly these upkeep .costs, 
the figures given by Mr Michelson. 
of the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee, were quoted in your paper. 
These covered electricity, fuel, 
janitorial services, furnace re- 
Pairs, and cesspool cleaning and 
were ; Wildwood, $15,142.28; Glen 
Rd, $10,327.71; Boutwell, $11, 
590.34. Again, dividing the Wild- 
wood figure by 15 and multiply- 
ing by 12, one finds the expected 
figure for the cost of maintaining 
the two round schools to be $12, 
033,84 each, Therefore the Glen 
Road school was more economical 
by $1706.13 and the Boutwell Sc- 
hool by $443.50. These two sch- 
cols saved the taxpayers an 
average of $1074.81 each in 1962 
as compared to the more con- 
ventional Wildwood school, 
Furthur, we are trying to provide 
a place where our children will 
be educated, not a beautiful ex- 
pensive second home and play- 
ground, It is my feeling that 
the people of Wilmington should 
consider how money for schools 
and education should be spent, 
whether they want expensive sch- 
ools as. monuments to their gen- 
erosity, or more economical and 
simple schools with well paid tea- 
chers of high calibre. Abuilding 
has never taught a child to read, 
to wonder about nature and the 
world around him, and how to find 


Ris place in that world which will 
most highly challenge and satisly 
him,
